Paper caps are still available (epoxy sealed of course). They are 
used in situations where there's a high likelihood of serious voltage 
overload. (Such as across the line caps.) The reason is that they 
tend to heal after overloads, where the plastic film caps tend to go 
into a (flaming) death spiral. So, if any of the caps you are 
replacing are across the line or line to ground, please use the proper 
safety-rated capacitors (X1 or Y as appropriate).

I have 
not used any, cannot comment. What works for me is car polish. I have two 
cans, one of "Clear Coat Compound", one of "Swirl remover and Glaze" both by 
Blue Coral. If the scratches are deep use the first, then the second. If 
not, the second alone does a very nice job. Unless you really lean into it, 
they will not harm clear plastic. They are also useful as a polish for 
thermoplastic radio cases, etc. and painted front panels.

I have some who's 
name escapes me but it does a good final job after the polishing compound. 
If the scratches are real bad 1200 grit sand paper will take them out. 
Then use the clear coat compound and follow up with the lens polish. I 
would avoid the auto waxes since after time they will dis-color.
